Mr. Me- 
Millan said the Pacific Kiectric had nv 
desire to ask anything that would harm 
Long Beach interests and would he 
satisfied if aesured that the company 
would be given an equal show with 
any other road. 

He waid he believed that the city of 
Long Beach should control its own ap- 
proach to the docks, but that the ap- 
plication was made to forestall any 
similar move on the part of rival roads.
